NEWARK — Seven Newark 
firefighters received 


The commendations were 
awarded to Firefighters John 
Perdisatt, engine company 18;

Perdisatt received his award 
for rescuing a small child from an 
apartment building without the 
protection of a hoseline, on April 
12, 1991. 

On March 11, 1991, 
Lukowski received a telephone 
call from a distraught woman 
who had cut her wrist in a suicide 
attempt. He kept her on the line 
and persuaded her rot to injure 
herself further until the Fire De- 
partment, Emergency Medical 
Service and the Newark Police 
Department arrived.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (NNPA) - 
Last week, I received several 
letters from readers who criti- 
cized two columns that I wrote in 
which I opposed the use of the 
word "nigger." Here are excerpts 
from two of the letters: 

1) "How can you be so sensi- 
tive to the use of the word 
"nigger," when Blacks use it all 
of the time? I am a white man, 
and I don't try to degrade any- 
body. But Blacks dont seem to 
know what they want to be 
called," says Mr. C., of Texas. 

2) "Yeah, NIGGER is hip, 
when us brothers use it. We don't 
mean any harm by it. Sometimes 
even my good white friends call 
me NIGGER, but they are just 
being friendly," says Mr. B., of 
Chicago. 

Every word that we use, 
whether we know it or not, has 
some measurable effect upon us, 
good or bad, major or minor, hid- 
den or obvious, conscious or sub- 
conscious. You don't always no- 
tice it, but, in effect, you have 
been brainwashed. The effect is 
deep in the psyche, deep in the 
subconscious. 

For instance, if someone told 
you that the delicious pudding 
you had just eaten was actually 
made of cockroaches, you would 
probably get sick and want to 
vomit. But, if a second later they 
told you they were just joking, 
you would no longer feel sick. 
You would feel foolish. 

If someone behind you 
shouted, “waich out, there's a vi- 
cious dog behind you," you would 
probably tremble with fear. But, 
if someone told you that a rabbit 
was bchind you, you would say, 
“so what." 

All words trigger certain 
kinds of behaviors, feelings and 
thoughts. Many of your reactions 
are so quick, that you do not re- 
alize that you are reacting. But 


you are. Both the person who 


uses the word and the listener are 
affected, to some degree. A per- 
son who calls you "nigger" feels 
good, but you feel bad. You can 
feel confident, lose your 


confidence, feel good. bad, happy 
or sad. 


American society has already 
placed deep psychological trig- 
gers in the subconscious of Black 
people, so that you are made to 
feel inferior, even when a person 
simply refuses to touch you or to 
speak to you. 

Mr. C. of Texas says that 
even Blacks "don't know what 
they want to be called." The truth 
is that some Blacks do know what 
they want to be called and some 
don't. Mr. W., in his apparently 
presumptive or prejudiced re- 
mark, regarding all Blacks fails to 
mention the wh... and people of 
Other races who don't "know" 
what they want to be called, ei- 


ther. 

He also fails to mention that 
Blacks did not initially name 
themselves "niggers, coloreds, 
negroes," or the other insulting 
names created by their oppres- 
sors, to degrade them. 

Blacks and people of any 
group, should react vehemently 
and quickly to any name that de- 
grades them, whether by accident 
or intent. They should oppose 
su, ugly names in newspapers, 
bow... radio or TV, in the movies 
and by insulting comedians in 
nightclubs. 

You may think that you are 
not being injured, but every time 
a degrading term is used in your 
Presence, another chip is being 
sliced away from your feeling of 
self-respect. You have the per- 
sonal responsibility, for your own 
mental health, to attack anyone 
who attacks you, verbally or oth- 
erwise. Psychological injury is 
often permanent. Attack it now 
before it destroys you psycho- 
logically.

the victim. Since the students don't 
have a union to represent them, 
they remain the scapegoats for in- 
dividuals who lack the professional 
pride and commitment to do what- 
ever is necessary to help the stu- 
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dents excel. 

With the psychological and 
emotional pressure that many stu- 
dents are forced to endure, it's a 
wonder that as many stay sane as 
they do. To keep talking about 
what they are not getting at home is 
useless. If one is going to work in a 
setting where that reality is not 
going to change for the time being, 
either one accepts this fact and 
deals with it, or gets out.

Best friends help each other 
avoid too-early sex

How are guys and girls differ- 
ent in love? What are some lines 
guys use on girls to get them to 
have sex? Why are some girls 
vulnerable? 

These are some of the things 
that 11- to 15-year-old girls talk 
about with each other and with 
their women mentors in the Best 
Friends program in two elemen- 
tary schools and a junior high in 
Washington, D.C. Established by 
the Georgetown University Child 
Development Center, the pro- 
gram's goal is to encourage girls 
to support each other in the deci- 
sion not to become sexually ac- 
tive until after high school. 

"We stress that the teenage 
years should be a happy and pos- 
itive time, free of anxiety and fear 


Friends in the high schools, says 
coordinator Andrea 
Massengile. But high school stu- 
dents said the message was com- 
ing too late. "I think that you 
Should present the program to 
younger people," one girl said. 
Many girls our age (15-16) have 
already been "forced" into having 
sex and wanted to be able to say 
"no." The girls agreed, however, 
that peer support was a key to 
prevention. "A friend's support is 
important with a girl's deci- 
sions," said another girl. "I think 
often the only reason girls do 
have sex in high school is because 
of pressure from peers and a lack 
‘of support from friends." 
So Best Friends starts with

Angela Rice, an English 
їеасһег at Jefferson Junior High 
School, is the Best Friends school 
coordinator and a mentor to sev- 
eral students. One of the girls she 
mentors is a twin who was very 
angry and lashed out at everyone. 
"When we talked," says Ms. Rice, 
She broke down and said she felt 
she wasn't as smart as her twin, 
but everyone expected her to be. 
She was really down on herself 
and was even contemplating sui- 
cide. No one had given her the 
opportunity to talk about why she 
was so angry." 

Ms. Rice and the girl talked 
through the girl's concerns, then 
together they invited the girl's 
parents to come in and talk. 
"Once the parents realized the 
girl's feelings, they were much 
more tolerant," says Ms. Rice. 
The mentor also made sure the 
girl got glasses and special tutor- 
ing to bring up her grades. Now 
She is doing much better and is

Healthy picnics take advance planning 


by Gerri McKay, R.D., M.Ed. 


Summer is a great time to 
picnic in the park or at the beach. 
But heat promotes bacterial 
growth in foods. Storing perish- 
able food at the right temperature. 
and washing hands before han- 
dling any food are two important 
ways to prevent contamination 
that can result in food poisoning. 

Here are a few tips for assur- 
ing that the food you bring stays 
fresh all day: 

Plan the menu and buy the 
food the day before so that per- 
ishable food items can be refrig- 
erated at home for at least 12 
hours. The colder the food when 
packed in the cooler, the longer it 
fete p 

shopping, perishable 

mue should be the iym items put 
in the grocery cart. If a person has 
several errands to run, make gro- 
cery shopping the final errand so 
that the food does not sit in a hot 


car. 

If the plans include barbecu- 
ing poultry or pork, cook it thor- 
oughly the day before and place it 
immediately in the refrigerator to 
prevent bacterial growth. Do not 
take the food out until it is ready 
to be packed into the cooler. 


When packaging the cooked 
meat, and uncooked hamburgers 
or hot dogs, make several small 
packages rather than a large one 
That way, if people are eating all 
day or in shifts, they will be able 

to take out one package at a time. 
If milk is brought along, it should 
be poured into several small 
thermoses. 

Surround perishable food with 
plenty of ice in insulated coolers. 


If coolers are not available, take- .. 


fruits, vegetables, hard cheese, 
canned or dried meats or fish, dry 
cereal, bread, peanut butter and 
crackers, Bring unopened bottles 
of condiments or dressings. If the 
bottles have been opened, even 
though stored in your refrigerator, 
the contents are more susceptible 
to spoiling because of bacterial 
contamination. Try to limit dairy- 
based food like dips and desserts, 
but if they are brought, they 
should be kept in the closed 
cooler. 


Bring plenty of liquids, espe- 
cially for children and the elderly. 
Bring an unopened bag of ice for 
cooling drinks. Do not drink the 
water produced by the melted ice 
in the coolers because it could 
contain contaminants from the 
outer packaging of the food the 
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ice has been cooling. 

Transport the coolers in the 
passenger area of the car because 
the trunk retains heat. At the pic- 
nic spot, keep the coolers in the 
shade even if it means bringing a 
beach umbrella. Keep the lid on 
the cooler and do not take the 
food out until it is ready to bc 
cooked. Plan specific times for 
eating if possible so that food is 
not left out all day. Bring extra 
aluminum or plastic wrap to’ re 
foods covered. 

Bring pre-moistened tows 
elettes for washing hands in case 
there is no water. Use disposable. 
plates and flatware. If the plastic 
utensils are to be reused, wash 
them in hot, soapy water. Bring a 
Pre-soaped, wet sponge in a plas- 
tic bag.
